e A legal photo ID (driver’s license, passport) or Two forms of non-photo ID; e.g., birth certificate, social security card, library card, 
utility bill or other business correspondence with name of the examinee as it appears on the Form 605 and current mailing address. 


e Your Social Security Number (SSN) or FCC-issued Federal Registration Number (FRN). 


e If applicable, the original and a photocopy of your current Amateur Radio license and any Certificates of Successful Completion 
of Examination (CSCE) you may have from previous exam session. (Photocopies will not be returned.) 
@ Two number two pencils with erasers, and a pen. 


e Acalculator with memory erased and formulas cleared (no iPhones, iPads, etc.). 
Test Fee: $15.00 (cash or check). 


If you fail an element and wish to retake it, we are required to charge an additional test fee. If you pass an 
element, we typically offer and encourage you to take the next element. We do not charge an additional test 
fee for this and it gives you the opportunity to see what the next exam element is like!
